For the woman who is keen to specialise, 
there is a growing opening in the Jemand 
for vegetarian catering. Up to a few years 
ago the v Rss was regarded as a food 
faddist, and no particular pains was taken 
to cater for his wants, o-day, however, 
there is a rapidly-increasing 
favour of vegetarianism, and ia all towns 
there is an outcry for more vegetarian res 
taurants and food reform centres. Anyone 
who considers specialising in vegetarian cater- 
ing should take care to become thoroughly 
acquainted with the Ea sese of scientific 
food reform, and not offer a few unbalanced 
mixtures of vegetables with the idea that 
that is all that is required. A specialised 
knowledge of diets of all kinds would be an 
added point of value. 

Training in all branches of tea-room man- 
agement can be obtained without much difft- 
culty. Many well-known tea-rooms take 
pupils for a course of training in all the diffe- 
rent branches of the business. The training 
offered in some cases is about six months and 
in others a year. The cost of this training 
varies from £25-£50 non-resident.. 

‘The pupil who has already a knowledge of 
cookery will profit most from the specialised 
training, and nobody should consider opening 
a tea-room who has not this detailed krow- 
ledge behind her. 

Given the right conditions, however, tea- 
room management should prove a highly 
profiatble line of business.

The New Politics. 


. Since the Free State was established our 
Irish attitude to British politics has under- 
gone a radical change. When Home Rule 
for Ireland was still in the gift of British 
parties. we followed the domestic fortunes 
of these parties, Unionist and Liberal, 
with intense and unflagging interest. We 
were on tenter-hooks at every general 
election, and our roliticians and journal- 
ists had the political geography ‘of Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales by heart. Now, 
while the domestic affairs of those 
countries excite us hardly at all, we 
have begun to turn our attention to 
wider aspects of political geography. 
The _ Overseas Dominions have united 
their destinies with our own in the 
closest fashion. Henceforward battles 
fought in the Parliaments of Canada and 
Australia may affect the constitutional 
status of the new Ireland, and the pro- 
ceedings of Imperial Conferences may be 
more important for us than the most 
momentous debates at Westminster. This 
change of outlook is beneficial, since it will 
enlarge our views and will make us 
conscious of our enhanced standing in the 
world ; but we ought not to allow our- 
selves to become wholly incurious of Great 
Britain’s domestic politics. Her economic 
problems are similar to our own, -and 
future British legislation on “ such 
matters as agriculture and the coal in- 
dustry may be found to have an intimate 
concern for all classes of the Irish people. 
From this point of view the rallying cry 
which Mr. Lloyd George gave last Satur- 
day, in Wales, to the dispirited ranks of 
British Liberalism deserves Irish atten- 
tion. 


Mr. Lloyd George said truly that 
British politics were in a state of extra- 
ordinary confusion and perplexity, but his 
speech did nothing to elucidate them. The. 
one fact which emerges from it is the 
speaker’s ardent ambition to get back to 
power. We suspect that, if this ambition 
can be achieved, Mr. Lloyd George does 
not care greatly whether he takes office as 
the head of a reunited and revived Liberal 
Party or as the leader of a new Centre 
Party. The purpose of the speech was to. 
make Liberals dissatisfied with Mr. 
Asquith’s leadership, to frighten the 
more moderate members of the Labour 
Party and to attract the younger Conserva- 
tives to the new fold. If Mr. Lloyd George 
can enlist as many deserters from the 
existing parties as will give him the 
chance of another Premiership, he may 
be trusted to find a policy for them at an 
hour’s notice. Indeed, his speech is like a 
bran-pie at a fair; it contains prizes for 
everybody. If Liberals who are discon- 
tented with their party’s humiliating 
position in the House of Commons will 
flock to Mr. Lloyd George’s banner, he 
will make them once more powerful an‘ 
respected. He will lead the young Tories 
in a real fight against Socialist schemes 
of State monopoly and the menace of 
Communism, He fishes for the smiles of 
Labour with attacks on the greed of mine- 
owners and on the “feudalism ” of land- 
owners that recall the exuberant tradition 
of his Limehouse days. When he gets 
his heterogeneous family together Mr. 
Lloyd George will be ready “to continue 
the noble mission of emancipation.”’ 

‘Mr. Lloyd George fails entirely to 
grasp the nature of the recent revolution 
in British and, indeed, in European 
politics, He clings to the old notion that 
politics is a game of window-dressing, and 
that electors can be induced to vote for any- 
thing if only the political “spell-binder © 
is sufhciently. expert. The truth is that 
mere cleverness is completely at a dis- 
count in the politics of to-day, that the 
people everywhere are hungry ‘for practical 
reforms and will follow only those states- 
men whose purpose to make such reforms 
is manifestly sincere. The Liberal Party ‘s 
perishing because it is no longer in touch 
with the country's needs, and Mr. Lloyd 
George’s speech shows that he, least of ail 


‘danger ; but it is in office to-day because 
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its members, is able to put new life into 


many enemies and its, policies are full of | 
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| J . ‘Conservative Party are thoroughly sincere. 


‘They recognise the need of better living, 
better housing and . better relations 
between Capital and Labour as earnestly 
as any Socialist can recognise it; and Mr. 
Baldwin's sincerity is a precious and stable 
force amid the present confusions of public 
life. It is because of their sincerity that 
the future of British politics lies in the 
hands of the Conservative and Socialist 
Parties ; and it is because sincerity with- 
out prudence and statesmanship may work 
much mischief that the welfare of the 
Conservative Party is vital to the welfare 
of the British race.

Liverpool Cathedral. 


Next month the completed portion of 
Liverpool Cathedral—about one-third oí 
the whole—will be consecrated in the 
presence of the King and Queen. 
When the Cathedral is finished 1t 
will be the largest in ‘the British Isles 
ani the most remarkable achievement of 
the Gothic revival in the world, Like 
Westminster Cathedral, the only piece of 
modern ecclesiastical architecture which 
can be compared with it in majestic 
dimensions and artistic daring, it has not 
been received without controversy. When 
the design of Mr. Giles Gilbert Scott— 
then but a young man at the beginning 
of his career—was accepted in 1903 there 
was an outcry against the preference shown 
for a Gothic style, although the grandson 
of Sir Gilbert Scott had shown himself no 
mere imitator of Gothic originals, but a 
bold adapter of the Gothic manner to 
modern needs, materwals and workman- 
ship. Like a family of old-time crafts- 
men, the Scotts have catried on their work 
from generation to generation; and Sir 
Gilbert’s careful’ copying of masterpieces 
in the beginning of the neo-Gothic move- 
ment led the way to the fine flight of 
originality which has made his grandson 
famous. When the Lady Chapel of the 
new Cathedral was completed and con- 
secrated in 1910, it was admired even wy 
those critics who did not favour a Gothic 
design ; but only now, when two transepts, 
the choir and the chapter-house are com- 
plete, is the vigour of the architect's 
conception becoming manifest. When the 
nave is finished and the great central 
tower is reared to its altitude of 335 feet, 
it will be seen that the Cathedral, for all 
its Gothic tradition, is essentially a 
modern “creation; for its sloping lines 
suggest the great ‘‘zoned’’ buildings 
which are the outcome of modern methods 
in America. 

Mr. Scott’s massive design, simple 
in its Cyclopean strength, is something 
very different from the soaring grace 
of Salisbury or the deep and delicately 
ornate arches of Peterborough; but it is 
still in harmony with the English tradi- 
tion. When Mr. Bentley, designing West- 
minster Cathedral, departed from Gothic 
for an exotic style hitherto unknown in 
England, he was actuated chiefly by the 
proximity of the unsurpassable Abbey. 
His -second consideration was that the 
Gothic style is generally unsuited for a 
church intended for the use of immense 
congregations. Mr. Scott was, happily, 
free of the danger of comparison with an 
ancient and adjacent masterpiece, and he 
has succeeded beyond expectation in 
attaining interior spaciousness. Liverpool 
is not rich in examples of good architec- 
ture, although in Saint George’s Hall it 
has the best example of the modern classic 
style in England and in the Cunard 
Building a remarkable pastiche of an 
Italian Renaissance palace. In its 
Cathedral it will have the summit of 
neo-Gothic architecture. There could be 
no more hapy site than that of the Mersey- 
side, holding up the Cathedral to the 
view of ships that come in from the ends 
of the earth. It will loom above the 
waters, a fretted cloud by day and its 
windows like pillars of fire by night, a 
symbol of the dominating thought of Eng- 
land ; for these pointed arches clasp the 
traditions of the land and recall to every 
traveller the parish churches of England 
anl places dear to memory. It is good to 
think that in the twentieth century we 
are still building cathedrals here in 
Western Europe and that war and revo- 
lution, sweeping over the world, have left, 
in these lands at least, the old ideals still 
dominant. It is well that the eyes of a 
great race will turn next month to the 
spectacle of its temporal and spiritual 
leaders gathered at the consecration of a 
Christian shrine. 


Mexico’s Mistake. 


The Government of Mexico has miade an 
unexpected stir in the smooth waters of 
diplomacy by ordering the expulsion of 
Mr. Cummings, the British Chargé 
d’Affaires. At present Mr. Cummings 1s, 
with his. staff, a virtual prisoner in the 
Legation. If he attempts: to leave the 
building, the Mexican police will carry out 
the expulsion order. The situation is the 
more delicate because the British Govern- 
ment has not yet “recognised ” General 
Obregon officially and has not resumed 
diplomatic relations with Mexico. The 
Mexican Foreign Office has issued a state- 
ment in explanation of its drastic step, 
in which it repudiates the idea of un- 
friendliness to Great Britain; but its 
excuse—that Mr. Cummings is not a 
diplomat, but a private person—is uncon- 
vincing. His frankness has exasperated 
the Mexican officials in the past, and on 
two previous occasions they have petitioned. 
without success, for his removal. Now 
their patience appears to have been 
exhausted and they have taken the law 
“into their own hands. There is no indica- 
‘tion yet of the course that will be adopted 
by the British Government; but the 
Diplomatic Corps in Mexico, after a two 
hours’ conference, has decided to request 
the Mexican Government to give Mr 
Cummings every facility to remove the 
Legation archives at his leisure. As

The most thrilling portion of 
thé entertainment came at the close. when 
there was a race of wild horses, in which 
untamed steeds had to be saddled and 
ridden over a certain course.

Dairy Co-operation. 


The latest phase of co-operation in the 
dairy industry is to be a working agree 
ment between Australian, New Zealand 
and Canadian producers; A delegation 15 
now in the Dominion for the purpose o!

M. Herriot having been asked yesterday 
morning to form a new Cabinet, succeeded 


within a few hours and introduced his 


colleagues to the new President of the Re- 
public last night. ‘The Government will 
present itself to the Chamber on Tuesday, 
when M. Herriot will read the usual state- 
ment of policy. 


As soon thereafter as possible he will, 


leave for London, but he will, no doubt, 
have to run the gauntlet of numerous 


interpellations, and it is not anticipated. 


that this will be before Friday night or 
Saturday. 

M. Herriot hopes to spend Sunday with 
My. : Macdonald at Chequers, and he 
believes progress will quickly be made 
jowards an agreement : 
hitherto separating France and Great 
Britain. 

On the whole, the Herriot Ministry is well 
received It is largely composed of. new 
men—ten of its members have never been in 
office before—but most of them are known 
for useful public service. The Premier aimed 
at a business-like combination, and it is 
ar knowledged that he has succeeded. 

By far the most notable appointment is that 
of the War Ministry of General Nollet, head 
of the Inter-Allied Arms Control Commission 
in Germany. That the Minister of War 
should be a General and that he should not 
even be in Parliament is not pleasant to all 
M. Herriot’s followers, but the appointment 
nevertheless wins approval. 

The future safety of France is more and 
more occupying the thoughts of the public, 
aid the new Government will have the advan- 
tave of first-hand information upon a subject 
of vital import. General Nollet has intimate 
knowledge of German armaments. He has 
lately furnished a report which has been 
clready forwarded to the Allied Governments, 
and that was elearly in M. Herriot’s mind last 
night when he drew attention to the General’s: 
inclusion in the Cabinet. 

‘“We will do everything possible,” he said, 
“io help the German democracy and to 
pursue a conciliatory policy, but Germany is 


-aitempting to do what she did after. Tilsit in 


1806—namely, by so-called gymnastic clubs 
and by every other means to give military 
training on a wide scale to her young men. 
We shall deal pitilessly with German 
reactionism and nationalism, for we have to 
safeguard, not only French rights, but the 
vights of the democracies of the world.’’ 

(teneral Nollet is said to have expressed in 
his report the conviction that within six 
months Germany will be in a position to wage 
a defensive war, and to say to the. Allies, if 

v ask her to deliver up her arms, ‘‘ Come 
and take them.’’ 

Next to the War Minister, the most notable 
of M. Herriot’s coadjutors is M. Clementel, 
the Minister of Finance. He has already been 
twice a Minister, once at the Department .of 
(ommerce and once at the Ministry of Agri- 
culture. He was first President of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce here, and is 
well known in foreign commercial and banking 
circles, 


Among the minor appointments is that of» 


M. Moro-Giafferi to the Department of Tech- 
nical Instruction. He is the well-known 
advocate, and was counsel to Landru. 

It is supposed that the Ministerial declara- 
tion on Tuesday will adhere closely to the 
lines of the Premier’s letter to the Socialists 
a fortnight ago. In foreign policy it will 
mean the acceptance, without reserve, of the 
Experts’ report; the evacuation of the Rubr, 
when the guarantees provided for in that 
document have been constituted; the control 
of German armaments, through the common 
action of the Allies and, as soon as possible, 
hy the League of Nations. 

“We shall have to solve the problem of 
security,”” M. Herriot wrote, “by pacts of 


guarantee under the authority of the League.”’

REPORTED MURDER IN 
A CAR.

Signor Matteotti, the Socialist deputy, who 
was abducted in the streets of Rome on Tues- 
day afternoon of last week, has not been 
found. It is generally believed that he is 
dead. There is no definite news, but I hear 
that ag account given out as a result of a 
private request made by the Fascist deputies 
may be considered as true. According to this 
account, Signor Matteotti, when abducted, 
had with him a document of which his as- 
sailants desired to obtain possession. 

When in the car Signor Matteotti was re- 
peatedly stabbed, and he succumbed to his 
injuries. 
Vico,, on the route between Rome and 
Viterbo, where he was buried. One report 
says that the place of burial has been found 
and that the police are guarding it. It is 
added that the body will not be brought to 
Rome until public indignation has somewhat 
subsided. 

The people have faith in Signor Mussolini, 
and in his promise that full justice will be 
done, but the situation is delicate. Yet, in 
spite of these assurances, after the experiences 
of the last two years, with many outrages re- 
maining — the people were rather 
sceptical. e first feeling of relief came with 
the news that some of the men alleged to be 
the actual perpetrators of the crime had been 
arrested. One man, Dumini, has been 
arrested in Rome; another, Mezzola, has been 
arrested in Florence ; and a third, Putato, has 
been’ arrested in Milan. A fourth man con- 
trived to escape under the eyes of the police. 

In all, five men are said to have been con- 
cerned in the execution of the crime. They 
were all young and ardent Fascists. They 
were wel] known, and in the public estima- 
tion they had been associated with many acts 
of terrorism. But apparently nobody dared 
to touch them. They frequented the Parlia- 
mentary and Press circles of the capital, and 
had free entrance in all Ministries. The news 
of the arrest of these men, satisfactory in it- 
self, has not appeased the public mind, as 
they are regarded as merely instruments of 
others, who planned the abduction.—({7'imes

ALBANIAN REVOLUTIONISTS 


SUCCEED.

BELGRADE, Sunday. 

Feudalism’s last stronghold in Europe has 
fallen. The capture of Tirana and: the com- 
plete victory of the Albanian revolutionists 
has been confirmed, while the former Minister 
and President Achmed Zogus is concentrating 
his troops on the Matli River for a last stand. 

The Catholic Bishop Fannoli, leader of the 
revolutionists, has published a proclamation, 
according to telephonic advices from Scutari, 
in which he declares the victorious revolution 
was directed only against the revolutionary 
feudalism of the Beys, in the hope of estab- 
lishing constitutional freedom. That freedom, 
he adds, is assured with the revolutionary 
victory. 

Bishop Fannoli explained that the revolu- 
tion had only an internal significance, and 
that the foreign policy of Albania would he 
unchanged with the overthrow of the old 
Government. Albania, he declares, wishes 
only. to be left alone by. neighbouring 
countries. 

Rezed Schalja, who led the North Albanian 
troops to victory, has been named Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the revolutionary army. 

A probable outcome of the revolution will 
be a Republic for Albania. The various fac- 
tions making up the revolutionary forces will 
find great difficulties in choosing a Prince as 
ruler. because of external considerations, while 
the choice of a President would not be 
difficult. 


CLIMBER’S ADVENTURE.

ATTEMPT TO SCALE BEACHY

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JIMMIGRATION LAW 


IN AMERICA. 


 MOTHER AND CHILD 
DEPORTED, 
REFUSED TO REMAIN AT 
ELLIS ISLAND.

Another illustration of the unrelenting 
immigration laws oí the United States came 
to light on the arrival at Queenstown yester- 
day of the White. Star liner Adriatic. One of 
the passengers was Mrs, Mary O'Farrell, who 
was deported from New York with her infant 
son, John O'Farrell, owing to the fact that 
the child was in excess of the British and 
‘Tnsh quota for 1923-24, 

Mrs. O'Farrell and her child sailed from 
Queenstown on May 25th as second-class pas- 
sengers on the Adriatic. Mrs. O’Farrell was 
then nearly a year absent from America, 
where she had préviously resided for a year 
with her husband. 

On her arrival at New York. the immigra- 
tion officials ruled that the child, who was 
born in Ireland, was in excess of the British 
and Irish quota, which was exhausted last 
November, and, notwithstanding the fact 
that he was accompanied by his mother and 
was going to his father’s home, he was re- 
fused admission. 

Mrs. O'Farrell was eligible for re-aumission, 
but, as she refused to part with her child, 
they were sent to Ellis Island pending the 
making of arrangements for their deportation. 
Here she became so ill that when the Adriatic 
was about to sail she had to be carried on 
board. Her husband was on the pier when 
the ship left and was greatly affected. 

The immigration officials told Mrs. O'Farrell 
that if she and her child waited at Eliis 
Island wntil July 1st they would be admitted 
under the July quota, but she refused to do 
so; .

OPERA BROADCAST FROM 
DOWNING STREET. 

Mrs. J. R. Clynes gave a reception at No. 
11 Downing street last evening in order to 
bring to the. public notice the merits of 
opera in English. A number of the items 
were broadcast by the British Broadcasting 
Company, a microphone having been erected 
in the drawingroom. Captain C. A. Lewis 
prefaced the announcement of each song with 
the words: “ No. 11 Downing street, calling.” 

Mr. J. R. Clynes said that he and Mrs. 
Clynes were the temporary tenants of that 
curious, though ancient, abode. (Laughter.) 
He regarded opera as the highest expression 
of the great art of music, and he and Mrs. 
Clynes had gladly provided those present with 
an opportunity to honour the British National 
Opera Company. 

I say deliberately, Mr. Clynés went on, 
that I would like to keep the fortune-hunter 
and the “ profiteer’’ out of the sphere of the 
endeavour of those who supply the artistry 
which alone can make opera successful. 
Theatres, of course, must give a reasonable 
return on capital. 

Speaking as a private individual, Mr. 
Clynes remarked that the entertainment tax 
had been in force for only a few years, and 
in that time the revenue of the country had 
profited to the extent of more than’ fifty 
million pounds. It would be less if the pre- 
sent Government had its way—(hear, hear)— 
and some little reduction had already taken 
place. He would like to see a great public 
awakening, without which little or nothing 
could be done. 

They might look forward to the establish- 
ment of a great home for opera, where every 
facility would be available for the rising 
singer. Lastly, they might look forward to 
a long-delayed acknowledgment of the great 
artists who had lived in Britain throughout 
the centuries. A-great country like this, Mr. 
Clynes concluded, cannot afford to neglect the 
joys of life and all that goes to make work 
a pleasure.

M. HERRILOT’S POLICY 


The Times observes, in a Jeading article 
upon the new - French Governmeut :—The 
Prime Minister has not waited for his address 
to the Chamber to make one highly im- 
portant announcement. The appointment o! 
Cieneral Nollet, who has been at the head o! 
the International Commission of Control at 
Berlin since 1919, to be Minister of War is 
in itself suggestive, and M. Herriot has 
hastened to emphasise its meaning. He has 
informed the Paris Press that the General 
knows the present military position in Ger- 
many better than anybody else, and he has 
expressed the desire that full significance 
sould be given to his appointment. It is a 
warning, the French Prime Minister said, to 
the Pan-Germans, and to Germans who dream 
of revenge, that military control must be con- 
tinued rigorously and effectively. . M. Herriot 
added that Germany is repeating the 
maneuvre by which Prussia  surrep- 
titiously raised the Army ,that invaded 
France in 1814. She is giving all her young 
men military instruction by all sorts of means, 
and especially by the “ gymnastic associa- 
tions.”” M. Herriot declares that he desires to 
follow a policy of conciliation towards Ger- 
many and towards the German democracy, 
but he states bluntly and firmly that the 
present German system must be changed. The 
Prime Minister ended his allocution by the 
warning that if his Government fails to ob- 
tain satisfaction, it will be firmer than any 
other in dealing with the German re- 
actionaries. Upon the importance of this de- 
claration, coming from the recognised leader 
of the parties of the Left, it is unnecessary 
to dwell. ' 

The Herriot Government, adds 7'fe Times, 
has been received with qualified approbation 
in Paris. There is a rab of relief that a 
regular Government is again in office, and it 
is hoped that for the present the new Minis- 
try will do more good than harm. If it is to 
survive, it must be on its good behaviour. 
The difficulty will be to keep some of its 
elements in that attitude.

Mr. Cummins 
has refused to leave, and has shut himself up 
in the British Legation. Great Britain has 
not recognised the present Government of 
Mexico, and Mr. Cummins is not a regular 
member of the Diplomatic Corps. He has, how. 
ever, local diplomatic rank, and the attempt 
of the Ubregon Government to expel him is, 
therefore, a breach of international courtesy. 
Mr. Cummins has been resident. in Mexico 
for over thirty years, and has been in charzy 
of the British Legation since 1917. “ 

Sir Thomas Holder is under orders to 
bee to Mexico in order to investigate 
local conditions, and advise as to the pro- 
priety of recognising the Obregon. Govern- 
ment, but is at presett still on leave in this 
country. The statement issued by the 
Mexican Government gives the impression 
that the British Government had decided tb 
recall Mr. Cummins when Sir Thomas 
Holder reached the country. We understanit 
that the British Government had taken no 
such decision, but if re'ations had been re- 
sumed and a regular diplomatist appointed, 
Mr. Cummins would naturally have left

At a Conference of Welsh Liberals at 
f.jandrindod Wells on Saturday, Mr. Lloyd 
George defined the task of the Liberal Party. 

(heir first task was to destroy monopolies. 
The Tory Party was the traditional defender 
of the rooted tangles of monopolies, while the 
Socialist Party are busy planting fresh 
briars. 

In my fairly long experience of political 
life, -1 have never witnessed a period of greater 
confusion and perplexity,’’ said Mr. Lloyd 
George. “You have a Conservative Prime 
\linister making Socialist speeches, a Socialist 
Prime Minister playing the réle of a timid 
Conservative, and the Liberal Party standing 
at the door of its shop, while both the other 
parties take away its stores without acknow- 
ledgment or recognition. (Laughter.) . . 

“There are elements of amusement in it, 
but there are also vexing elements. There 18 
much confusion of counsel, Of all parties the 
Lideral Party is the most united and definite 
in its purpose, but our party also needs to 
clarify its advice to the nation. It is quite 
natural that they should get this state of 
things out of the cataclysm of the war. After 
every great deluge that has swept over the 
world there has been confusion olf. tongues. 
The immediate purpose of this gathering is 
to re-unite the Liberal forces an W ales. To 
discuss the past is to revive disunion, There 
Is only one way to unity, and that is to say: 
‘We both honestly differed; Jet us now im all 
sincerity make !t up. 

THE ABUSE OF MONOPOLIES. 

‘The Socialist Party stood for a more equal 
cistribution of wealth,” continued Mr. Lloyd 
George, but he had not observed any special 
hurry on their pan, now that they were in 
office, to carry out those principles amongst 
themselves. (Laughter.) While he was fae 
‘rom saying that the present distribution was 
fair or equitable, he was convinced that the 
country at the present moment stood most in 
need of a larger production of wealth. 

One primary cause of the limitation of 
nroduction,’’ he declared, “is the abuse of 
monopohes of every kind in things vital to 

e jife and. well-being of the nation.”’

Dealing with the land question, Mr. Lloyd 
George said that while we had about the most 
fertile soil in Europe, it was only yielding 
half per acre what the land ol 
Germany, Beigium and Denmark produced. 
That was due largely tw the fact that produc- 
tivity was discouraged and restricted by an 
nadequate land system, which ceased centurics 

o to serve the purpose for which it was 
cablishe . ' 

It is an unbusinesslike system,’ said Mr. 
Lloyd ‘Social amenities, politi- 
cal motives, motives of pleasure, constitute 
far too important a part in land ownership, 
and cultivation and production are too often 
secondary. Land ownership is like an old 
apple tree, which at one time bore fruit of a 
kind good enough in its day.

He next dealt with the mining industry, 
and referring to what he described as ‘‘a 
notorious case in South Wales,” where. an 
enormous tribute had to be paid a landowner 
for permission to run the coal through a mile 
of park down to the port, declared, “It is like 
the blackmail levied by the old feudal barons 
of the Rhine upon ak the merchandise that 
was compelled to pass within grabbing feach 
of their castles.” 

He went from .the ‘coal monopoly’’’ and 
the land monopoly’’ to the “drink 
menopoly,’’ which he described as “ perhaps 
the most pernicious of all,” and added :— 
‘There was a great licensing system under 
which a huge trust had been created, enfold- 
ing the’ community like an octopus, preying 
on their health, prosperity, and happiness. I 
am afraid we cannot depend upon the 
Socialist Party to assist us in an effort to get 
rid of these monopolies,’’ hescontinued. ‘“They 
are much too intent on creating trusts and 
monopolies of their own. A Socialist Go- 
vernment is creating an enormous building 
trust in this land, It is to be a subsidised 
monopoly, fed on the rates and taxes. 

“The Socialist Government settled an indus. 
trial dispute im London the other day by creat- 
ing a great statutory trust in London traffic. 
and the Socialist members in the House of 
Commons voted in a body the other day for 
the establishment of a great coal trust which 
would hand over all the coal, supplies to the 
Miners’ Federation.’ They were to fix their 
own wages, their own hours of labour, #hey 
were to be allowed to fix the prices which 
hould be charged to the community for coal. 
All profits were to go to the trust and the 
losses to be borne by the taxpayer. This is 
the way they fight monopolies.

MAY IMPORTS A RECORD.

ports were valued at £122,086,599—an 
crease of no less than £35,921,050 over those 
tn April, and of £32,690,253 over May, 1923. 

British exports were: £70,260,882, an in- 
crease of £7,393,956 over the April exports, 
but a decrease of £1,293,982 compared with 
May, 1923, The figures: are given in the 
Board of Trade returns. 

With regard to imports, comparing last 
month with May, 1923, food, drink and 
tobacco advanced by £8,776,520, of which 
grain and flour accounted for £4,802,484, and 
non-dutiable food and drink £3,119,725. 

An increase of £15,171,195 is shown under 
manufactured goods, the outstanding in- 
creases being raw cotton. and cotton waste 
£4.663.885, and wool (raw and waste) and 
woollen rags £6,136,316. Articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured rose by £8,751,039, the 
principal advances being iron and steel manu- 
factures thereof, £1,848,637; non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures thereof, £1,006,305, 
and oils, fats and resins manufactured, 
£1,243,766. : 

With respect to exports, again comparing 
the respective months of May, there was a 
genetal increase in. food, drink and tobacco 
totalling £339,838. The big loss was in the 
export of raw materials and articles mainiy 
unmanufactured, which were down hy 
£4,318,357. Coal largely accounted for this, 
there being a reduction of £3,910,089. 

There was a welcome revival in the export 
of articles wholly or mainly manesactured, 
these showing a rise of £2,620,485. 

Only five items showed small decreases, 
while fifteen advanced, the outstanding feature 
being an increase of £1,024,177 in cotton 
yarns and manufactures. .

THE BISHOP’S APPEAL. 


Parish Church, Dublin, at Morning = and 
parishes of the Diocese of Tuam, Killala and 
Achonry. 

His sermon in the morning dealt with: the 
teaching of the vision of Isaiah. At its close 
he said that the united ciocese, for which he 
asked the help of his hearers, was a big 
struggling one, covering almost the whele of 
Galway and the whole of Mayo, and part of 
Sligo and Roscommon. They had shown, 
by their generosity in the past, that they 
knew and believed that the Church was one, 
and that there was no real division betwecn 
them. On the previous Sunday he had been 
in, perhaps, the most remote parish in the 
diocese: it was 42 miles from a railway 
station; so they could see how isolated some 
of their .clergy and people were. Their 
numbers were small; and they had become 
less during the Jast few vears, and while 
they had been doing the best they could by 
joining up parishes, one ‘with another, there 
was a hmit to that. They could not leave 
their people unshepherded, and there was 
the more reason for shepherding them because 
they were so scattered. 

He was full of admiration for the clergy 
in isolated parts during. the last few wvears, 
and especially for the manner in which they 
had held on during the time of trouble. He 
had also nothing but admiration for the 
generosity of the laity. They had lost in 
numbers, but the Church of Ireland had ever 
kept before her people the: standard of truth 
and righteousness, and, please God, she would 
continue to do so to the end. i

THE NORTHERN EDUCATION 

The fundamental defect: in the Northern 
freland Education Act which the General 
Assembly wishes amended, writes. a special 
Correspondent, is in its government. . Some 
years ago the General Synod and the General 
Assembly adopted for united schools govern- 
ment by a local committee, representative of 
those attending the school, and directed that 
the teachers should be répresentative of the 
denominations of the pupils. The North of 
Ireland Act departs frem this local govern- 
ment. by substituting large Regional Com- 
mittees, “which would appoint the teachers 
for all the schools within its wide area, with- 
out’ knowledge of local opinion or considera- 
tion of denomination. The old system 
succeeded by its-elasticity; the new,, ignoring 
the history of elementary education in Ireland, 
seems to aim at achieving success by .a cast: 
iron system which leaves no room for local 
opinion, and would render variety in the 
schools impossible. Religious instruction was 
conserved by. the old. government, which left 
the appointment oi .the teachers and “the 
management of the schools in the. hands of 
the local people. Under the Act and ‘Regional 
Committees there is nothing to’ insure, to 
Churches. and parents the -giving of religious 
instruction to. their children at all. 

It “was reported at the General Assembly 
that the: Union Committee had. during the 
year effected five unions of two ,congregations. 
Two new questions reached the Supreme 
Court, of the Church for the first time this 
year. The Kirk Session of Holywood raised 
the question of creed revision, and requested 
a short statement of the Faith, and a simpler 
Catechism.

THEIR RELEASE DEMANDED. 


Republican sympathisers took part yester- 
day in. a public demonstration organised by 
the South Dublin Memoriat Committee ‘‘to 
commemorate the. memory-of those who died 
in defence of the Repubhe.” At a mass meet- 
ing at Kill o’ the Grange a resolution . was 
passed calling for éhe release of the prisoners. 

A procession started from Kingstown in. the 
afternoon. A contingent of Cumann na mBan 
marched in front, followed by a large number 
of men and boys belonging to local Sinn Fein 
clubs. The -procession was considerably 
augmented en route. Banners with the names 
of dead Republicans were disp'ayed, and 
bands, including the Connolly pipers, played 
selections. , 

At Dean’s Grange Cemetery,: Mr. Brian 
O'Higgins, M.P., spoke at. the Republican 
graves.. He declared that the fight for com- 
plete freedom was still being waged, and 
would be maintained until the ideal of full 
nationhood had been realised. 

Before the speech was delivered the Rosary 


“was recited ih Irish. 


A meeting was addressed afterwards at 
Kill o’ the Grange. Dr. Kathleen Lynn pro- 
posed a resolution which, in addition to de- 
manding the release of the prisoners, ap- 
pealed to have the bodies of Republicans who 
had been buried in unconsecrated soil removed 
to, and interred in, consecrated ground. The 
resolution was seconded by Mr. O'Higgins and 
adopted. Several speakers supported it. 

Dr. Lynn said that. when the Republic was 
established they would not make the mistake 
of then venting their spleen on those who had 
injured «them. That would be contrary to the 
ideal of freedom for which they stood. | They 
would ajso avoid the creation of a capitalistic 
Republic.. which would-deny to the ordinary 
worker the protection and encouragement 
which were his right.

outside the Free State, whose operations had 
to cease at the Ist July. Suitable’ arfange- 
ments have been made for the members out- 
side. the Free State. A.new Society, under 
very influential mandgement has been formed 
for the meners in the area of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland; the members in 
Great Britain were transferred to Societies 
se'ected by the members, 

The Committee were of opinion that the 
addition of medical benefit to. the present 
scheme of insurance would. be a considerable 
advance in social legislatiog, and trusted that 
any. investigation by the Free State Govern- 
ment into the insurance services would ‘not 
overlook this important development. Durir; 
the vear there was considerable increase in 
the membership of the Society, which now 
numbers 25,300.

EXPLOSIVES SEIZED 


FIVE. MEN ARRESTED. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
| GLASGUW, Sunday. 

A dancing hall in the Kast End of Glasgow, 
was raided on Saturday morning by detectives 
of the Flying Squad of the Glasgow C.1.D., 
and a large quantity of explosive materials 
was seized in a building at the rear. ~ The 
raid was carried out in the early hours of the 
morning. 

A dance was in progress in the hall at the 
time, and about forty men and women were 
present. The arrival of the detectives 
created some excitement. Five men were 
taken into custody, but the other dancers 
were allowed to leave the hall, which was 
then searched by the police. 

In a court at the rear was found a collec- 
tion of material which included 164 sticks of 
Samsonite, which is said to be a very powerful 
explosive. The total weight of Samsonite 
seized by the officers was 483 lbs. In the 
course of the search of the premises a re- 
volver and ‘ammunition were hea found, and 
an electric signalling lamp and several 
magnetos of a kind which can be used for 
setting off explosives. | These articles were 
taken to the Central Police Office. 

News of the raid spread rapidly throughout 
the district, and when the five men who had 
been taken into custody were removed to the 
Eastern Police Office farge crowds gathered 
in. the ‘vicinity of the buildings. The detec- 
tives then visited the homes of the men who 
all live in the Eastern district. 

Later in the day the men were: brought 
before the Stipendiary magistrate at the 


Central Poiice Court, and were charged with . 


‘having on June 14, in premises in John 
street lane, been found in, possession of a 
revolver, 41 rounds of ammunition and a 
large quantity of explosives. | They were re- 
raanded for 48 hours with a view to further 
investigation. i 

The ages of the five men range from 24 
to 70 years. They. all belong. to the workine- 
class, and are well known im the East End of 
Glasgow.

A ROSCOMMON ELECTION

ALLEGATIONS OF BRIBERY. 


Dr. Robert McDonnell, Local Government 
Department Inspector, held a sworn inquiry at 
the Roscommon County Home into allegations of 
bribery in connection with the appointment 
of a doctor for Kiltoom. i 

Mr. P. J. Neilan appeared for Dr. McDon- 
nell, and ! r. Hannon, Athlone, appeared for 
Dr. Kirby, the succesdfal candidate at the 
election. : 

Mr. J. Kelly, Secretary to the County 
Home, said that there were four candidates 
for the position—Dr. N. Kirby, St. Vincent's 
Hospital, Dudlin; Dr. J. A. Coyle, Dr. T. P. 
McDonnell, Athlone; and Dr. Kelly, Athenry. 
There was only one poll taken, and Dr. Kirby 
was declared elected by a majority. After 
the election, allegations of bribery were made, 
as a result of which a resolution was passed 
by the Board, asking the Ministry to hold an 


éi; 

r. T. P. McDonnell said that he was a 
practisin dector in Athlone for the past seven 
vears, e canvassed the districts as # candi 
date for Kiltoom Dispensary Distfict, and on 
the 27th April met Thomas Moran, of Ballina- 
meen, a member of the Board, at Gara's 
Hotel, Elphin.. He canvassed him for his 
vote, and Moran called him behind the door of 
the hotel and said that it would be a great 
loss to him if he voted for him. He said that 
@here was between £400 and £500 being spent 
on this election, and that if the witness gave 
him that amount he would guarantte that 
he would get him sufficient votes to elect him. 
He added—‘' I want £60 for my own vote.”’ 
On the 20th May he Met Moran again at 
Grealy’s Hotel, Roscommon, and he said—** | 
am sorry that I cannot vote for you. There 
are other influences preventing me.” The 
witness: gaid that he understood what the 
influencés were, but all that he was using 
was his ~ualifieations and his medical record. 

Patrick Kirby said that he canvassed the 
district in his brother’s interest. When re- 
turning from ‘Lough Glynn they brought 
Corrigan and Beckett with them. Thev 
stopped the night in the house. He could not 
say how many drinks they had. Corrigan and 
Beckett had always promised to give their 
votes to his brother. The -reason why he 
brought them to Athlone was that they said 
they would never reach Roscommon alive if 
they did note vote for Dr. McDonnell the day 
of the election. 

Daniel O'Rourke, T.D., said that he 
canvassing for Dr. McDonnell and called on 
John Corrigan. He referred him to Edward 
Creighton in the town, who, he said, knew 
his views. Asked what were his views, he 
said that he would vote for the man who paid 
him most. Later Edward Creighton jeered at 
the idea of getting Corrigan to vote without 
a bribe. The witness repudiated any intention 
of purchasing votes when Creighton said that 
the whole Board would be involved. He also 
said that 20 out of 29 members of the Board 
were being bribed. 

John Corrigan said that portion of Mr 
O’Rourke’s evidence was correct, but the 
greater part of it was not true. He denied 
absolutely that he promised to vote for the 
man who gave him most money. 

Examined by Mr. Neilan, he said that he 
went to Athlone as he was in fear of his lite 
Dan O'Rourke told him that he should vote 
for McDonnell, but he would no more take 
the advice of Dan O'Rourke than he would 
that of a donkey in the field. 

Denis Creighton, publican, Lough 

said that he knew nothing about Beckett and 
Corrigan getting bribes. Corrigan did not tell 
him that he was threatened. The witness 
voted for Dr. Kirby, and was not canvassed 
by O’ Rourke. 
"Daniel O'Rourke. recalled, denied allega 
tions that he threatened Corrigan., When 
Corrigan said that he would give his vote 
to the highest bidder, the witness told 
Corrigan that he was a reptile. 

Mat Davis said that, when he 
Corrigan about voting. he said that he 
out for something. Jack Carthy, who 
with the witness, asked him what he was 
out for, and Corrigan said—'‘‘The man w 
gives me the most money will get my vote. 

The inquiry closed.
